Flights Are Brief 
He disclosed th a t he has made 
25 or 30 faster-than-sound flights in 
the air forces’ rocket-powered Bell 
X -l. These have lasted from a half 
! m inute to two m inutes. All told, he 
has spent 15 to 20 m inutes flying 
; faster than sound. 
Thirteen days ago. a t Muroc Air 
I Force base, he piloted the tiny plane 
off the ground up to "about 25,000 
feet. He did this in approxim ately 
one minute. 40 .seconds from the 
sta rt of the motors. 
It was the first tim e the bright 
orange swordfish-shaped craft had 
taken off under its own power Previ­ 
ously it was carried aloft under a 
B-29 belly and launched at 25,000 
feet or more. In this m anner he 
has had the X -l “well above 60,000 
feet.

ing Inauguration And the President 
replied that "good wishes such as 
yours strengthen me for the tasks 
that lie ahead." 
Holiday for Workers 
At the White House, Mr. Truman 
fanned the jubilee spirit by signing 
a bill giving a Thursday-Friday holi­ 
day to federal workers in the Wash­ 
ington area This gives them a four- 
day week-end for the festivities. 
Even the weatherman was helpful 
He promised no rain or snow when 
Mr. Truman and Vice President-elect. 
Barkley ol Kentucky are sworn into 
office at noon tomorrow on the plat­ 
form at the steps of the capitol. 
Just winds, a cloudy sky and the 
temperature at SB to 40 degrees. 
The President was In gpod physical 
condition for the Inauguration grind. 
His physician, Brig. Gen. Wallace H. 
Graham, announced he weighs 174 
pounds—only four pounds over his 
best weight, 
Mr. Truman got started on the 
Inaugural events last night at a 
dinner given by the Truman-Bartley 
club. Today's schedule started with 
a lunch by the finance committee 
of the Democratic national commit­ 
tee.
